The third lecture of the course on 
En glish Literature was given by I’rof. j 
Nathan iel Butler last even in g to a 
highly in terested aud ien ce at tie- Bap-j 
ti-t church; an d was an outlin e of early j 
En glish literature. 
En glish literature, 
exten d s over a period of 1400 years: the 
arliest jsirtlon of which is un kn own 
except to the stud en t an d philologist. 
This period is easily d ivid ed in to two 
d istin ct 
d ivision s, 
sharply 
d efin ed ; 
what is termed mod ern En glish litera­ 
ture begin n in g about the mid d le of tin s 
16th cen tury, or the year 1550. 
The 
n ames that occur previous to this d ate 
are utmost un kn own , white from then 
we have the n ames of Spen cer, 
Drayton , Raleigh. Iiacon , Shakespeare, 
John son , an d others equally familiar.

The speaker hero read a

alliteration .

Chaucer, which marked a d istin ct era 
in En glish literature.

tion of the gospels. 
He was the ripest 
scholar of liis times an d the greatest 
historian of the age, an d is still re­ 
gard ed as the highest authority by 
mod ern historian s 
With Alfred , An glo Haxon literature 
received an impetus, an d 
ed ucation ) 
which had been con fin ed tothoehureh \ 
iy ord ers, was exten d ed amon g the j 
common people.

the most perfect character in secular 
history an d a mod el ruh r 
He stud j

His aim was to improve his
